The house adopted the minority re­ 
port of the railroad rate committee 
which had been submitted by Repre­ 
sentatives W. D. Washburn, Jr., P. A. 
Gail dr ud and W. A. Nolan, and the 
senate the majority report, signed by 
Senators A. O. Eberhart, E. B. Haw­ 
kins, A. R. McGill and H. W. Stone 
and Representatives R. T. Lewis and 
J. H. Dorsey. 
Four measures were passed by the 
senate and six by the house. 
House 
file 879 passed by the house is the 
one that a majority of the members 
of the 
committee disapproved,

provides that an order of the state

tho present time 850,1323.08, which shows 
a deficiency in this account, of 89,468.02. 
We fail to find that this deficiency has 
ever been provided for in any tax bud* 
get and must have been misappropriat- 
; ed from other funds that had been in 
I trusted to their earo for the mainte- 
I nance of the schools. This report also 
I shows that at a meeting held Oct. 1, 
1904, a resolution was passed instruct 
ing the county auditor to raise by tnxa 
tion the sum of 815,095 which resolu­ 
tion is attached to this report and is a 
part thereof. 
It would appear by this 
resolution that the school board failed 
! to take into consideration certain other 
| m.mey which they will receive from the 
I state, amounting to about 811,0(H); which 
in addition to the amount they will re­ 
ceive by taxation will make the amount 
that will be available, for school puri>os- 
cs this year, about 857,000.

BIG DEAL HAS BEEN CLOSED 


Lease Made Which 
Guarantees 


Ore Will he Shipped Inside 


of Three Years 


There is still a great deal of activity ; 
on the new Cuyuna iron range in this j 
county and of late some developments 
I 
have been made alonglines which would 
indicate that there is sure to bo a large 
quantity of ore in paying quantities and 
th at this range will be one of the most 
important in Minnesota in a short time. 
Cole A McDonald, the Duluth con­ 
tractors, havo been the most active in 
the work of prospecting in this vicinity 
and Mr. Cole, who was seen only yester­ 
day, stated the first indications, which 
were eminently satisfactory, were no 
better than what is being found at 
points which have been drilled later. 
There is a new drill just started abouttwo 
miles south of Loerch and Cole & Mc­ 
Donald will start another one in a few 
days near Klondyke. There is every in­ 
dication that ore will be found in large 
quantities here, at least mining experts 
aro very sanguine regarding the m atter 
and miners and capitalists, who a short 
time ago, knew nothing of this new u n ­ 
developed region are now turning their 
attention hero and are giving m atter 
serious thought. 
One of the most im portant moves th at 
that has been made in some time was 
the lease or contract entered into a few 
days ago between Rock & Jamieson 
and a big Calumet, Mich., concern. 
Tho terms of the lease specified th a t 
that this company would pay Rock & 
Jamieson from (late 15 cents per ton 
royalty on a minimum of 5,000 tons, the 
said firm of Rock A Jamieson agreeing 
to commence tho shipm ent of ore w ith­ 
in three years. 
Some excitement was created yester­ 
day when it was reported that work 
had actually commenced; that a big 
shaft was being sunk. 
There is one thing sure that the farm ­ 
ers in this county have realized very 
bountifully from the sale of land in con­ 
sequence of the finds that have been 
made. 
There is hardly a strip of land 
between here and Deerwood but th a t 
has been sought after, and many in­ 
stances are known where farmers who 
owned considerable land have 
been 
made independently rich. 
It is creating a boom of considerable 
magnitude in the land business and this 
cannot but help Brainerd. 
It is said 
th a t Mr. McDonald of the firm of Cole 
A McDonald, has been looking for a 
first class house in this city and th a t he 
expects to move here to reside with his 
family. 


THE COMMITTEE S REPORT 


Committee From the Commercial Club Re­ 


port 
to the 
Club on 
the 
School 


M a tte r--Verbatim Copy 
The following is the verbatim copy of 
the report cf tho committee on city, 
schools and county, to which was re­ 
ferred the question of expenses in the 
public schools: 
“On March 14th we had a meeting j 
with the school board at which time the j 
subject was discussed in an informal j 
manner. A motion prevailed at that 
meeting th at a committee of tho school 
board bo appointed to prepare a detail 
statement of their receipts and expendi­ 
tures for years 1901. 1942, 1995, 1904. 
Mons Mahlum, J. R. Smith and Prof. T. 
B. Hartley were appointed such com­ 
mittee. This statem ent we have receiv­ 
ed covering years 1903 and 1904 and is 
attached hereto and is a part of this re­ 
port. This statem ent shows th a t for 
tho year commencing Dec. I, 1902, and 
ending Nov. 30, 1903, the disbursements 
for school purposes were 845,146.23 for 
2,103 pupils; and for year commencing 
Dec. I, 1903, and ending Nov. 30, 1904, 
tho disbursements for school purposes 
were 853,119.75, for 2,232 pupils; an in­ 
crease of 87,973.52, and 129 pupils. 
Tt 
also shows an increase in salaries, alone, 
of 85,301.88. 
This statement also shows 
that the school board received from the 
sale of bonds for the purpose of making 
certain additions to our school 
build­ 
ings, 841,455.06 and has expended up to 
tho present time 850,923.08, which shows 
a deficiency in this account, of 89,468.02. 
We fail to find th at this deficiency has 
ever been provided for in any tax bud­ 
get and m ust have been misappropriat­ 
ed from other funds that had been in­ 
trusted to their earo for the mainte­ 
nance of the schools. This report also 
shows th a t at a meeting held Oct. 4, 
1904, a resolution was passed instruct­ 
ing tho county auditor to raise by tax a­ 
tion tho sum of 845,095 which resolu­ 
tion is attached to this report and is a 
part thereof. 
It would appear by this 
resolution th a t the school board failed 
to take into consideration certain other 
money which they will receive from the 
state, amounting to about $11,000; which 
in addition to the amount they will re­ 
ceive by taxation will make the amount 
that will be available, for school purpos­ 
es this year, about 857,000. 
This should 
give them a surplus of at least $12,000. 
Why they should place this additional 
burden on the tax payers, we are unable 
to say. 
Your committee, after carefully 
going over the report that was subm it­ 
ted to them by the school board, met 
with them on March .‘IO and subm itted 
to them an itemized budget of annual 
school expense which in the estimation 
of your committee, should be ample for 
for the maintenance of our school sys­ 
tem for the next school year. 
This 
recommendation we are informed was 
laid on the table without comment.”

g ate himself up to the police. 
According to the story told by Mrs. 
Keller, Williams came to the Keller 
home at night and going to the boy’s 
room talked 
with him a long 
time. 
Mrs. Keller with her husband was in 
an adjoining room and when the clock 
ntruck 12 Mrs, Keller, thinking it was 
time for Williams to leave, went into 
her son's room and 
requested Will­ 
iams to go. 
Williams refused to leave 
unless John Keller went with him and 
a quarrel ensued. 
The boy was very 
drowsy and while 
his mother 
and 
Williams were 
talking 
dropped to 
sleep. 
Shoots the Boy Twice. 
After a heated argument Williams 
bent over a trunk that he had been 
allow« d to keep at the Kelt« r home 
and walked over 
to the bed 
where 
John lay asleep, and 
drawing a 38- 
caliber revolver from under his «oat 
arid bending over the 
sleeping boy 
placed the muzzle close to his head 
and fired twice, both bullets taking ef­ 
fect in the h* ad. 
Mrs. Keller, crazed with gritf, start­ 
ed for h»r husband’s room, but had 
scarcely taken a step wht-n Williams 
turned on her and fired twice. 
Both 
shots took effect, and the woman sank 
to the floor. 
Bending over the form 
of the woman Williams fired again, 
but the cartridge missed fire. 
Drop­ 
ping the revolver, Williams fled down 
the front stairs, stopping at the apart­ 
ments of Mrs. Emma Kline, who lives 
directly under the Keller rooms, to 
tell her of the 
shooting. 
Wllillams 
then ran to the Central police station 
and surrendered. 
Both Mrs. Keller and her son are 
expected to die. 
The police believe Williams is In­ 
sane, and on that theory account for 
the crime.
